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Daniel Brown's authorization to preach as a Congregationalist. With 
Samuel Johnson and Timothy Cutler, in September, 1722, he declared 
for Episcopacy, sailed for England, and was ordered Priest by the 
Bishop of Norwich on March 31, 1723.
